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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see the amendment, filed 21 February 2006, with respect 
to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-26 under Sahlman have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection of claims 1 and 3 is made in view of Hornak 
et al. (US 5,365,187). 

The explanation/ arguments concerning the USC 112 rejection are accepted 
such that the rejection is removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hornak et al. (US 5,365,187). 

As to claims 1 and 3, Hornak teaches a power am;yfying apparatus and method 
comprising: 

Amplifying a high frequency signal modulated by an input signal (figure 1, column 
4, lines 35-36), 
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Generating an inverted envelope signal by using the input signal or the high 
frequency signal, the inverted envelope signal having an inverted envelope which is an 
inverted one of both envelopes of the high frequency signal (column 4, lines 48-62, 
inverter (110) outputs an inverted second constant envelope signal) and 

Injecting the inverted envelope signal into the high frequency signal or the 
amplified high frequency signal (figure 1, column 4, lines 63-65, summing circuit (107) 
combines the input (105) with the inverted envelope signal (1 1 1) with output to PA 
(115)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2 and 4-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Note, as regards to method 
and apparatus claims 1 and 3, the examiner suggests the incorporation of the amplitude 
and phase adjusting means as recited in claims 2 and 4 would adjust claims 1 and 3 to 
clearly read over the prior art made of record.
